.. Katherine Bennet depoſed, ſhe, living 
-over againſt the Mug-Houße, heard”; 
great noiſe the Monday Night before 
this happened, in ſo much that The fate 
up all Night, and heard ſome of the 
Gentlemen there ſay, Come let's po to 
the Swan, (an Ale- houſe in the fame 
Street) which they did, and heard them 
beat againft the Windows; and, when 
they return'd, ſhe heard a Voice ſay, 
-Come Gentlemen of the Roebuck let ns 
Driak the King's Health, That about 
One a. clock they went to the Swan again, 
and, as they went, ſhe heard them ſay, 
Down with the Butchers, down with 
the Barbers, (whoſe door was beat open) 
-down with the Pawnbrokers; and that 
they beat againſt her door, but could not 
break it open, that ſhe ſaw no Watch- 
-men nor Conſtable there. The next 
Morning, about two a clock, ſhe ſaw the 
Mughouſe Windows broke, that there 
were no Stones thrown at them, til] a 
"Gentleman came out of the Houſe, and 
ſeveral more with Sticks. That ſhe ſaw 
a Mob n-Fleer-ftreet but did not ſee them 
advanc up the Court, but ſtood ſtock 
ſtill after they ſaw the Priſoner kill the 
' Deceaſed. That the Priſoner was Three 
or Four Yards from his Honſe when he 
fired, and then ſhe look'd and faw the 


Deceaſed fall. That the Priſoner had

kerelbd bis Piece once before, but it 
would not go off, and that ſhe ſaw no 


ſtick in the Deceaſed's hand when he 
dropped. +6 

Thomas Moultſien depoſed,' That be- 
tween Ten and Eleven a-clock that 
Night, as he was going to Bed at a Houſe 
over againſt the Priſoners, he ſaw no 
ſtones thrown then, but ſaw ſome Gen- 
tlemen in the Court who went to the 
Swan, and beat againſt the Windows, 
after which ſome of them ſaid, Come 
Gentlemen of the Roebuck walkin. Next 
Morning about 6 he ſaw a Crowd about 


the Swan, whoſe Windows were broken 


as ſome were at the Mughouſe, but he 
did not know who broke them. That he 
ſawa little Gentleman read a Proclamati- 
on and a great Number of People were 
there at the end of the Court, many of 
them with ſticks, and he ſaw them ad- 
vance Three or Four Yards into the 
Court, but ſome Perſons came ont of the 
Mug-houſe, and drove them back into 
Het. ſtreet, but at laſt were forced to 
retire themſelves; and he did believe it 
was alf an hour after the reading the 
Proclamation, before the Priſoner Fired, 
the Mob being about 20 Yards in the 
Court, and he heard them cry, Down 
with the Mug-houſe, That the Deceaſed 
was between the Priſoner and the Mob,

His Hand or not. 


Fobn Bill depoſed, that the Night before 
wiz. the 23d of July laſt, after he had 


Mut up Shop, he went out for his Supper 
and at his return, found ſeveral Watct- 
men at the Mug-houſe Door, which Oc- 
: caſtoned a great Mob, and he ſaw them 
throw Stones at the Windows, upon which 
two Gentlemen came out with their 
Swords Drawn. Next Morning he ſaw 
the Windows broke very much, that 
_ «there was ſcarce 4 Panes of Glaſs whole, 
but he did not ſee any of the Watch en. 
deavour to prevent the Miſchief. After 
this he ſaw the Priſoner, and a Grenadier, 
go from the Mug houſe to the end of 
Salisbury-Conrt, but were drove back by 
the Mob : Then he heard the Proclama 
tion Read, upon which the People ad- 
Fanced with great ſhouts. for the ſpace 
of 3 Minutes, and then the Priſoner 
Fired, the Mob being within 20 Yards of 
his Houſe, the Deceaſed about 10 Yards 
before them, and the Priſoner 5 from 
his own Houſe. That he could not fe- 
member any particular or general Cry,

ceaſed did not belong to them, and that 
he had no ſtick in his Hand; however 
he had heard he was a Mobber, and alſo 
thought the Blunderbuſs did the Miſc - 
chief, Bt | 
| Wiliam Stratton depoſed, That as he 
was going to Work about 4 a- clock that 
Morning, he ſaw a great Mob in Salisbury- 
Curt, and going in, he ſaw the Decea- 
ſed in the Swan, who call'd him to drink: 
with him, and then told him there was a 
great Mob, but he was going to Work, 
and had ſome Bread and Cheeſe in his 
Pocket. That by and by the Mob in- 
creaſed, and, he heard the People of the 
Mog houſe Cry, King George for ever, 
and the Mob, High. Church and the King: 
But the Deceaſed {aid he would not med- 
dle, That then he beard the Proclamati- 
on Read; That the Mug-houſe People. 
drove down the Mob, but being forced 
back again, he and the. Deceaſed, went 
out and they parted at the Corner of the 
Paſſage. | 

Charles Tuckey depoſed, That he was in 
a Balcony over againſt the Mug houſe, 
and about 1 a-clock ſaw the Priſoner 
come out with a Blunderbuſs iu his Haad, 
and ſaw the Mob advancing from Feet- 
freet to the Mug-houſe Door, Hollow- 
ng as the People did in the Mug-houſe ; 
and being asked what their Cry was in 
B 3 -

the Mug houſe; he anſwered King Cumgt 


for ever, that ſome of the Mob had Sticks; 


that then. the Priſoner pnſhed on 4 or 
5 Yards from the Door and fired, and 
the Deceaſed fell much about the fame 


Diſtance before the Mob: That he fy 


no Stick in the Hand of the Deceaſed: 
That two or three Soldiers came ont at 
the ſame time, and one of them fired, 
but he believed the Priſoner did the Ex. 
ecution. ; 
Sarah Dawſon depoſed, That ſhe being 
a Servant in the Neighbourhood, was 


ſeunt about 11 a- clock on an Errand, but 
the Crowd being very great, ſhe turned 


down a Paſſage in an Alley by St. Bride: 
Church-wall, and coming back again the 
ſame Way, the Deceaſed ſtood at the end 
of the Paſſage, and ſhe puſh'd to get 


' thro”, and the Piece went off at the ſame 


time, and the Deceaſed fell againſt her, 
and frighted her: That there had been 
a great Diſturbance all Night; and that 
the Mughouſe Windows were broke be- 
fore this happen'd ; and that ſhe had been 
ever ſince under an uneaſy Conſcience, as 


fearing herſelf to have been in ſome mea- 


ſure, the Cauſe of his Death. 

Toſeph Harris depoſed, That he was at 
Work that Morning in Fetter-lane, whe 
he heard there was a great Diſturbance 


in Fleet-ſtreet, upon which he went w_ 
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Robert Read. T 
to ſee what was the Matter, and ſaw 
the Deceaſed, whom he knew, and a- 
great Crowd of People, and asked him 
what was the Matter, and the Deceaſed 
ſaid he did not know; that he would: 
not be concerned, but go to Work; and 


that he had ſome Bread and Cheeſe 


in his Pocket; that he ſaw the Mughouſe 
Windows broke, but ſtaid but a very 
little while, and about a quarter of an 
e. after he heard the Deceaſed was 
kill d. 
Fon Folmes depoſed, That he was go- 
ing through the Court about 10 a clock, 
and ſtaid till half an Hour paſt 11, in 
which time he obſerv'd a great Crowd of 
Women and Children about the Mvug- 
houſe Door, and a Conſtable and ſome 
Men come out of it and read a Procla- 
mation with three Huzza's, and then 
ſaw the Priſoner bring out a Blunder- 
buſs, which he diſcharged, and the Decea- 
ſed fell, who was about 11 Yards from 
him, as he was from his Houſe This 
Evidence being ask'd ſome Queſtions con- 
cerning a Mob, their Cry, and whether 
they had Sticks at that time, anſwered, 
Not as he ſaw; he heard nothing of it; 
he did not look towards Heer-ſtreet. 
This was all the Evidence appear'd 
againſt the Priſoner to ſupport the In- 
dictment on the behalf of the King. Then

the Priſoner called his Witneſſes, who 
being ſworn, depoſed as follows, 

Mr. Jobn Boyles depoſed, That he wax 
at the Mug-houſe the Night before, be- 
tween. 6 and 7 a- clock, and about 9 a 
Conſtable and ſeveral Watchmen drew 
up in a Rank againſt the Door, which 
. occaſioned a great Mob, and as Gentle. 
men came to the Mug-houſe they Hiſſed 


them; upon which he went to the Door 


to know why they Hiſled, but they threw 
Stones at him and at the Windows, which 
had been broke once before to the Value 
of 74. and 6d. that afterwards being in 
the Coffee Room a Stone hit him on the 
Leg, and then he went to the Conſtable, 


whoſe Name was Overs, and asked him 


if he was not aſhamed to ſuffer ſuch 
Things, having Authority and Watch- 
men enough to prevent-them, by ſecuring 
the Perſons who threw the Stones; but 
the Conſtable anſwered him, it was the 
People in the Mughouſe threw the Stones 
and broke their own Windows; that his 
Hour was not come, vix. 10 a clock, 


After this, Mrs. Read ſent a quart of Ale 


to the Watchmen to drink the King's 
Health ; but another Conſtable who was 
there refus'd it, and forbad his Watch 
men to drink it. Then one Mr. Huckes 
offer d them a Crown, ſaying, Come, 


theſe look like honeſt Watchmen, there's 
| /

a Crown for them to drink: But the 
Conſtable made thenr return that alſo. 
Then a Conſtable read the Proclamation ; 
upon which the other Conſtable with 
his Watch came in and demanded the 
Reaſon of that Rout ; to which the other 
Conſtable reply'd, There is no Rout but 
what is made by your Mob, and there. 
fore they had read the Proclamation to 
diſperſe them. To which he reply'd, 
You are no Conſtable in this Ward, and 
therefore are not to direct me, and then 
went away. A little while after ſome 
Miſchief happen'd at the Swan Alehouſe a 
few Doors off, and Mrs. Read begg'd the 
Favour of ſome Gentlemen to ſtay in the 
Houſe all Night, as he and ſome others 
did; and about 6 a clock the next Morn. 
ing the Mob began to gather, and conti- 
nued till 9, throwing Stones at the Win- , 
dows. and ſeem'd inclinable to do more 
Miſchief; upon which he ventured out 
to them to Reaſon with them, and to 
delire them to be Eaſy and Quiet, and 
not ruin a Man who had done them no 
harm ; at which time he received two 
knocks by Stones, one of which broke 
his Head and made him bleed very much; 
hereupon he ran into the Houſe for a 
Stick, and drove them, but ſtruck no 
Body but the Perſon who hit him with 
the Stone. After this being IP 
- .hat 
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that an united Mob was preparing to 
pull down the Mug-houſe, they ſent two 
Meſſengers, the one to the Lord Mayor, 
the other to the Lord Townſend, and it 
was not long before a great Mob arm'd 
with Sticks and Clubs appeared in Fleet: 
ſtreet making up the Court, whereupon 
they conſulted what was beſt to be done 
for the ſecurity of the Houſe, and he 
a adviſed to Attack them before they joyn- 

ed the Mob in the Court and became too 

formidable, and ſo they did, having a 
Blunderbuſs brought them about half an 
Hour before in a Coach; that then he 
and Mr. Read bid the Mob have a Care, 
ſtand off, near a quarter of an Hour be. 
fore he fired, which was done about a 
Yard and half from his Houſe, and then 
he went in to make a Baracade. 

John Colins depoſed, That he was at 
the Mughouſe all Night for its Defence, 
and the Society was inform'd that a Gen- 
tleman was carried to the Swan, for cry. 
ing out King George for Ever. Upon 
which ſome ot them went in a civil mat- 
ner to ſpeak with the Conſtable and 
know what he had ſecured him for, 
and knocked at the Swan Door, but they 
would not open it; but ſome Perſons up 

Stairs open'd the Windows and untiled 
the Penthouſe, and threw the Tiles up.

their Heads; and thereupon they return'd 
ſome of the Tiles that had been thrown 
at them, and broke ſome of the Win- 
dows, but no Windows were broke at 
the Swan till after the Tiles were thrown 
from the Penthouſe; and that he was 
with the Gentlemen at the Swan and re- 
ceived a Cut over the Noſe by a Tile 
that was thrown from the Swan, tho* no 
Body had given them the leaſt Provoca- 
tion; upon which ſome Gentlemen re- 
turned their Tiles, and broke the Win- 
dows; and that the next Morning the 
Mob broke their Windows at the Mug- 
houſe; and that one of their Company 
went out and took a Fellow whom the 
Mob call'd Vinegar, (who he did believe 
was the Perſon who was afterwards Kill'd) 
and brought him into the Mug-houſe ; 
and about an Hour affr he fell on his 
Knees, begg'd Pardon, and drank King 
George's Health, and then they let him 
go: After which the Mob much encrea- 
ſed, and he heard them cry out, High- 
Church and Ormond, no King George; no 
Hanoverians ; down with the Mug houſe. But 
ſome Gentlemen went out and drove 
them quite down the Street; but being 
repulſed, Mr. Read and the Grenadier 
went out again, and bid them Stand off; 
Keep back, &c. That then the Deceaſed 
Was at their Head with a great Stick 5 
is 
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15 The mal Ke.., 
his Hand, brandiſhing and bawling out, 
Fall on brave Boys, for the Duke of Ormond 
is landed with 286000 Men. And a little 
after.that Mr. Read fired; that then the 
Mob fell upon them, and ſome Gentlemen 

got away, but he and ſome others went 
up Stairs and made a Barricade upon the 
Stairs; after which they heard a great 
clattering and breaking of the Goods be. 
low, which were thrown out for their 
more ſpeedy Deſtruction, to the Mob in 
the Court. x | 

Thomas Arrowſmith (a Grenadier) de. 
poſed, That he was at Mr. Read's Houſe 
all Night, and that from 8 a clock as the 
Gentlemen came into it, they were Al. 
ſaulted by the Mob at the Door, who threw 
Stones at them; that a Conſtable was there 
with his Watch, but did not diſcharge the 
Duty of his Offige, but egcouraged the 
Mob by his Connivance. Next ,morning 
the Mob, Men, Women, and Children, 
began to ſhew their Colours, by crying 
out, High Church and Ormond for ever, and 
down with the Mughouſe. At about 11 4 
clock their Number was very great, and 
he having his Arms, drove them from 
the Door two or three times into Heet- 

cet; then the Proclamation was read, 
which ſerved but to encreaſe their Rage 
and Number, who threw Stones ſo thick 


that the Gentlemen were obliged to 0

into the Houſe, and then he, with the 
Priſoner, who was alſo armed, went out 
and preſented their Pieces, bidding them 
Be gone; Have a care; Stand off, &c. 
for the ſpace of 6 Minutes, during which 
time they were pelted with Stones ſo 
that they could take no Aim, the Mob 
{ill advancing upon them and hollowing 
out Down with the Mug-houſe, and then 
they both fired; after which he poſted 
himſelf for the Defence of the Houſe, but 
in a little- time ſome of them broke into 
it behind and puſh'd him into the Court, 
and then he was ſo beat with Sticks and 
Clubs, and dragg'd along the Channel, 


that had it not been for the Guards and - 


Mr. Tobias Cheesbrook, he had certainly 
been Murdered ; and others at the ſame 
time were pulling the Houſe to pieces; 
that before this, he ſaw no Harm offer- 
ed to any Body by the Gentlemen in the 
Mughouſe. 

Michael Burrel depoſed, That he was 
going Home about 10 a clock a Monday 
Night and heard a Noiſe in Salisbury 
Curt, (where he had been inform'd there 
was a Mug-houſe, but had never been 
in it) and ſaw a Conſtable and ſome 
Watchmen there, who he thought en- 
couraged and encreaſed the Mob, by 
taking no care to keep the Peace, or to 
prevent the hurling Stones to the Wia.

dos, tho? the Perſons who threw them 
were juſt by them, and all the Action 
done in their Sight, and Stones were 
brought in Baskets and laid down by 
them. Being asked what Conſtable this 
was, he ſaid he was told his Name was 
Johnſon; that after the Houſe had been 
battered ſome time the Gentlemen came 
down and defired the Conſtable, &c, as 
well as he could underſtand them, (be- 
ing at ſome diſtance) to do his Duty, 
but he went away and left the Mob there. 
Next Day about Noon coming from his 
Chambers in the Temple, he ſaw a great 
Mob in the Court breaking the Goods in 
the Mug. houſe, and throwing them out 
at the Windows; and as they were gut- 
ting the Houſe and pulling things down, 
he heard ſome of the Mob ſay, Juſt thus 
will we pull King George from the Throne 
which is none of his own. | 
Mr. Badcock depoſed, That having been 
informed on Monday Night by a Friend, 
that there was a Deſign to pull down 
the Mug-houſe, he being a Conſtable and 
deſired to keep the Peace, went to the 
Houſe and found a great Mob at the 
Door throwing Stones; and being asked 
whether there was any Rout or Diſorder 
in the Houſe, he ſaid there was not; 
that a Conſtable whoſe Name he did not 


know, and ſome Watchmea being _

the Door, he deſired the Conſtable and 


his Watch to keep the Peace. But he 
reply'd, they in the Houſe occaſion'd the 
breach of it. themſelves; which was falſe, 
they having done nothing that could 
zive a juſt Offence ; that going up Stairs 
he heard a great clattering againſt the 
Windows, and faw another Conſtable, 
one Johnſon, whom he deſired likewiſe to 
keep the Peace and diſperſe the Mob, 
promiſing to aſſiſt him, there being about 
ten Watchmen with him: But he reply'd 
as the other had done, that. the Mug- 
houſe People threw the Stones themſelves, 
tho' he knew himſelf that that was im- 
poſſible, the Window-ſhutters being ſhut 
ſothat they could not fling any out; tel- 
ling him alſo he had nothing to do there, 
not being a Conſtable of that Ward, the 
Mob throwing Stones all the while intheir 
very Sight. He alſo heard this Conſtable 
ſay, the Houſe deſerved to be pull'd 
down; and then one of the Watchmen 
took hold of him, and would have pulled 
him out of the Houſe : After which they 
came in and made a Buſtle and Diſtur- 
bance ia the Houſe, fo that he was obli- 
ged to read the Proclamation, the Mob 
throwing Stones at him all the while. 
the next Morning he went to ſee what 
Miſchief was done, and found the Win- 
dows broke and a Gentleman — 

that 
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that one of the Mob threw a Stone at h 
him, and as he was about ſecuring him, 5 
the Mob knocked him down and reſcued 7 
his Priſoner. 20 „„ {t: 

Mr. Richard Bennet depoſed ; That he c 


had been at the Mughouſe the Monday 
Night before this Action hapned till paſt 
11 a clock, when the Mob was very nu. 
merous and the Stones thrown in great 
Plenty ; that one of the Company. goin 
out was wounded with a Stone and 
came back to be dreſt. The nextMorn- 
ing he was told by one of his Boys 
that a great Mob was in Salisbury Court, 
upon which he went to them and heard 
them ſay they would pull down the Mug- 
houſe, and getting up to it he ſaw a 
Fellow bring out three Bottles in his 
Hand, kneel down by the Swan Door near 
the Channel, and drink the Gentlemans 
Health by the Name of Fames the Third, 
and Hollowed, and the People in the 
Swan Hollowed too. He alſo ſaw the 
Engagement between the Mob and the 
| Grenadier who was knock'd down, and 
| his Boy took ſome Care of him. and help'd 
i him up. | 
i Dr. John de la Coſte depoſed, That the 
| 
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Biday Night before he was Chairman at 
i the ſame Mughouſe, and had received 
Information, that the Mob had threatned

he ſhould want Aſſiſtance, he ſent a 
Meſſage to the Loyal Society in Taviſtock- 
ſtreet, deſiring their Company and Aſſi- 
ſtance; if need ſhould be, on that Oc- 
caſion; who came and diſperſed the 
Mob ſo that no Miſchief was done that 
Iight; but a fewo them went by with 
a Harp and Fiddle, play ing The King ſhall 
enjoy his own again, The Court then told 
him, ſince he had been Chairman there, 
he would do well upon .his Oath, to give 
an account of their Orders and Behaviour. 
Upon which he depoſed upon Oath as 
follows ; That about 8 a clock at Night 
the Preſident generally enters the Chair, 
and after profound Silence 1s made, they 
always begin a hearty Mug to the Health 
and Proſperity of his moſt Serene Majeſty 
King George: Sometime after that, ano- 
ther to their Royal Highneſs's the 
Prince and Princeſs of Wales and their 

Iſſue, and all the Royal Family: A third 
to the glorious and immortal Memory of 
King William : And ſeldom or never miſs 
a fourth to the Proſperity of the Church 
of England; ſometimes with a Supplement, 
wiſhing ſhe may never want Power nor 
Iaclination to protect and encourage all 
Proteſtants; and ſometimes without : For 
the reſt, if any are inclined to ſtay longer, 
they fill up the time with other Loyal 
Healths of lefs Note, as the Chairman 2

18 The Tryal, &c. of 
Preſident ſhall think proper; But never 
to the Confuſion or. Damnation of any 
Perſon or Thing, as the Enemies to the 
Government and Them had falſely given 
out. Then he proceeded to give an Ac- 
cnnnt as kllows.. 72 
He added, That he went with three 
Gentlemen through the Mob that Tueſday 
into the Mughouſe, about 11 à clock in 
the Forenoon, and they follow'd him al- 
moſt to the Door, and that he heard ſome 
of the Mob ſay the Duke of Ormond, and 
ſome the Duke of Berwick, is landed with 
20000 Men. When he ſaw Mr. Read, he 
asked him what proviſion was in the 
Houſe for a Defence, and finding none, 
he wrote a Letter to the Lord Townſend, 
to inform his Lordſhip of their Danger, 
and blamed the Priſoner for not doing 
ſo before, and by and by heard a ſmall 
Gun go off, which he thought to be a 
Warning Gun for the Mob to fall on; 
for immediately after they did fo with 
great Fury, and he being above Stairs 
with ſome other Gentlemen, they got 
out at a Window behind the Houſe, and 
the Sexton of-the Church had the Cruelty 
to. turn a Maſtiff looſe upon them ; but 
they drew their Swords, and told him 
they were on the defence of their Lives, 
and if he did not call him off they might 
be under a neceſlity of killing the 75

and him too. Upon which he call! him 
off; and about half'an Hour afer he 
heard the Gun go off, which he kliey'd 
kill'd the Man. HY 

James Harbottle depoſed, Thit as he 
was talking with a Friend thit Tueſday 
Morning about a 11 a clock nar the Roſe 
Im at Holbourn Bridge, about a dozen Men 
paſt by him with Sticks, hotlowing ; that 
he follow*d them and asked what was the 
meaning of it? And they ſaid, they were 
going to attack the Mughouſe; upon 
which he traced them, and at one Mr. 


half a dozen Sticks were deliver'd to 


them. From thence they went down 
dy Shoe Lane, and at a Braziers near Adams's 
'> WH the Cooks they had more Sticks given 
> Wl them, and then they ſaid, Come Boys, 
Il here's Sticks enough now. That thereupon 


he went and gave Mr. Read an Account 
of it. And the Mob having Armed them- 
ſelves with Clubs to their ſatisfaction, 
and thrown away their ſmall Sticks, they 
1 went directly to Salisbury Court, and after 
the Proclamation was read they preſſed 


bt Snout; that then he went up to the 
Mughouſe and heard Mr. Read ſay, Stand 
f, Have a care, &. and in a little time

Aſter the 
Council for the King had open'd the Cauſe, 
the Evidences gave the Accounts following: 
John Folnſon deposd, That he having 
been out was come home, and knocking at 
his Maſter's (Eſq; Bellaſis) Door in Li- 
ect, between nine and ten a-Clock at 
Night; he ſaw the Marqueſs and the De- 
ceaſed paſs by, and heard Nicclo ſay, Tous 
les Jours; and having paſſed him, he per- 
ceived the Priſoner purſue the Deceaſed 
with ſomething in his Hand held up, and 
heard Niccolo in a violent manner cry out,

John Stephens, the Surgeon, depos d, That 
being ſent to view. the Deceas d, he found

Money into a Goldſmith's Hand ; that he 
had yet made no Proof how he came by 
thefe Sums of Money, in as much as ex- 

ting the 100 l. ſaid to be paid to him; 
the Notes faid to be diſcounted, were moſt 
of them ſome conſiderable time before, and 
the Sums themſelves but fmall, and toge- 
ther amounting to noSum comparable with 
I1col. which Sum of Money was found 
upon him in Gold. They obſerved like-

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As to his taking in Pawns, they obſery'd- 
likewiſe, that the Perſons who ſearch'd 
his Houſe, had depoſed, They found no 
ſuch Pawns (except a Gold Chain of ſmall 
Value, a Gown and Petticoat, and 3 or 4 
Rings in the Trunk aforeſaid) nor no Books 
of any Account of any ſuch Dealings in a- 
ny of theſe Occupations. They likewiſe 
obſerved, that this Action of uttering the 
Guineas was very unlike an Old Gripe, as 
his Council had been labouring to prove 
him, in that no Man that was bent on im- 
proving Money would pay it into the 
Hands of a fingle Goldſmith upon his bare 
Note which allows no Intereſt, when he 
may for 1t have Exchequer Notes on Par- 
lament Security, &c. which bear Intereſt.

Thus 
ended the Priſoner's Tryal, for a Murther 
as barbarous as it was providentially diſco- 
vered, and induſtrouſly traced, by Perſons 
who had no other Motiyes than Humanity 
and Juſtice; and he apprehended ſo op- 
tunely, that, in all Probability, in one 
our more he might have got out of the 


reach of the Avengers of Blood. 


John Monſtiers gave this Account, that

He then ask d him whether he 10 
would now do for the good of his Soul, fo 
what he promiſed to performed for the in 
ſake of his Love, and whether he would re 
be a Proteſtant, whether he liv'd or dy'd? It, 
at firſt he anſwer' d he would, but ſome- 80 
time after this ſaid, that as he ſupposd co 
both Religions were good, and he was to ra 
die ſo ſoon, that now he had neither time, m 
nor indeed any proper or free Diſpofition ki 
of Mind (under his preſent Diſtraction or {1x 
Diſquietude) to attend to any Inſtruction ch 
relating to thoſe Points or Principles where- Ae 
iu they differ the one for the other; and © 
conſidering alſo that he was born in the hi 
Romiſh Communion : So he thought not di

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which (for ought he knew) he might 


have done, were he to have liv'd longer 


in the World; for he was inclinable e- 


nough from the Inſtructions he had of the 
Ordinary to believe that of the two, the 
Proteſtant Religion was the better, and 
profels'd that he rely d on the alone Merits 
of jeſus Chriſt for the Pardon of Sins. 
And being preſs d to a full and free Con- 


feſſion of his Sins, he own'd that he was 


guilty of the Fact; but ſaid, the Deceasd 
having firſt began a Quarrel with him, 
they both (by conſent) went out together, 
to decide the Difference by dint of Sword: 
Signifying he accounted it a legal or al- 
lowable way to ask, or receive Satisfaction 
for Affronts; and the Ordinary endeavour- 
ing to Convince him of that Miſtake he 
reply'd; I am now to ſatisfy the Law for 


it, and pray God to have Mercy upon my 


Soul. And upon further Exhortation he 
confeſs'd that he hadformerly fought ſeve- 
ral Duels with Officers, and other Gentle- 
men, wounding ſome of them, but never had 
killed: any, and as to other matters, he had 
lived like other Voung Gentlemen, not ſo well 


(he muſt needs confeſs) as he ſhould have 


done, for which he 1mplor'd God's Mercy 
and Pardon. But the Ordinary preſſing 
him very Cloſe, to tell him whether he 
did not kill the Deceaſed, wich an intent

TCiruel Heart he did it; thinking to find 


with the Deceaſed, a great deal of Gold, 
Money, Cc. But he was diſappointed 
therein, for he found but little of that 
about him. That as to the Manner of the 
committing that Barbarous Murder, it 
was done with a Hammer he carry d in his 
Pocket for that very purpoſe, and with 
which he ſtruck him in divers places, Head, 
Cc. He was executed at Tyburn. Dec. 20th 
17517. with other Criminals, and his Body 
was aſter Anatomiz d in Chirurgeons. Hall.

HEY were indicted for the Murther 

| of a Perſon unknown, the 27th of 

December 1717. Elizabeth Stephens de- 
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pos'd, That ſhe came to Mory-lpſiey's'Houſe 
four Days before the Deceas d came, and 
was to be there as a Servant for her Diet 
and Lodging; that on the Monday before 
chriſtmas-Day, the Deceaſed oamè to cher 
Miſtreſs Houle deſiriug Lodging; that 
he called for ſome Drink, aud eat ſome 
Bread and Cheeſe, and went to bed; that 
between a 11 and 12 a Clock, the heard 
ber cry out for Help, and was geing up 
Stairs, but Mary Tpſley would not ſuffer her, 
threatning ſne would knock out her Brains; 
that ſhe then went to go qut at the Street- 
door, but it being loek'd the cauld not;

the laſt Night, and was taken with a very 
violent Fit, and continued in it till ſhe died.

The Council 
for the King inform'd the Court, that the 
Priſoner was one of the moſt notorious Of- 
fenders; and that for ſeveral Years paſt, 
had been conſtantly Coining , and had 
been apprehended by the Warrant of the 
Lord Sunderland, and did then make a ſhow 
of diſcovering his Accomplices; but being 
committed into the Cuſtody of a Meſſen- 
ger, he made his eſcape thence, and had 


been retaken; and that there was the 


ſtrongeſt Grounds for preſumption, that 
he had been guilty of the ſame Fatt, even 
in the Interval, in as much as when he was 
retaken ; There were 27 counterfeit Shil- 
lings found about him. William Faulkner 
depoſed, That the Priſoner did uſe to buy 
counterfeit Money of Abigal Newſtead, be- 
fore he knew how to make it ; but after- 


wards the Priſoner and himſelf uſed to

firſt Letters of the Proſecutor's Name, one t 
of which ſhe got from the Goldſmith again, 
and was produced in Court, and*'owned by 4 


the Proſecutor, as was the Sack the Goods F 
were in, and ſome other things: That when t 
they were in the Room (the Priſoner being \ 
preſent) ſhe heard one of them Ny, how 
ardy the old Dog was, that would not tell 6 
where his .Money lay, though we ſhot at 6 
him. That ſhe not knowing where the Rob- 5 
bery was committed, goes to Covent Garden a 
Market, and upon enquiry found out where = 
the Proſecutor liv'd, and gave him notice. | 
The Priſoner call'd ſeveral Evidences to prove 
that he being a Grenadier was then upon 
Guard at the very time that the Robbery was 
committed, but the Evidence not fatisfying - 
the Jury they accquitted him of the Burglary, 
bat found him guilty of Felony. The bringing 
of the Goods to Conners Houſe, and the Priſoner 
beingone of them was confirm'd alſo by another 
Evidence. He was Tranſportated. The

Dward Bird, of St. James's Gent. was 

indicted Jan. 10, 1719. for the Mur- 
der of Samuel Loxton, by giving him one 
mortal wound with a Sword, on the 
right ſide of his Body, between the firſt 
and ſecond Ribs, of the breadth of half 
an Inch, and depth of 12 Inches; of 
which he immediately died. He was 
indicted a ſecond time on the Coroner's 
Inqueſt for the ſame; and likewiſe a third 
time on the Statute of Stabbing.. 

Thomas Baberton, alias Yernaſſel, depoſed , 
That on the 25th of September laſt, the 
Priſoner came to Mr. Scedwell's Houſe at 
the Bagnio in Slverſtreet, together with a 
Woman, in a Coach, bringing with him 
a Bottle of Champain Wine; and that 
Samuel Loxton, the deceaſed, waited upon 
them; that they went to Bed, and lay till 
about two a Clock, and then knocking, 
the deceaſed went up, and coming down, 
ſaid, the Priſoner demanded a Bath, and 
that he being then Cupping a great Gen- 
tleman told him he had almoſt done, and 
he ſhould have one gotten ready as ſoon 
as poſſible; that Loxton came down again, 
and told him, that the Gentleman Damn- 
Vo I. IV. 2 ed 
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ed him and Curſed him, telling him, he 
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would have one that very Moment, 
and had threatned and attempted to kill 
him; that then the Priſoner ſtill keeping 
a knocking, he begg'd leave of the Gen- 
tleman he was Cupping, to go up to 
him, the deceaſed being afraid to go; 
That he went up, and told him that he 


ſhould have a Bath preſently; he had ſet 


the Cock a running, and it would be rea. 
dy in the Sth part of an Hour: That the 
Priſoner ſaid, G - d Dun you, Sirrah, 
Twill have it this Moment; and getting cut 
of the Bed, made 8 or 10 Paſſes, which he 
avoided by holding the Door in his Hand, 


and pull'd it roo ; then hearing him either 


let his Sword fall or throw it down, he 
ventur'd to open the Door again to pacify 


Him; but the Priſoner run after him and 


flung him down Stairs, and broke 3 or 4 
of his Ribs; that his Miſtreſs hearing 
this, enquir'd what was the Matter, and 
calling her Maid, ſent her up to the Pri- 
ſoner to ask him why he would kill her 
Servants ? To which the Priſoner reply'd, 
G--d& 7 you for a Bitch, if I could 
Come at yau, 1 world ſtick you firſt. ' That

Seedwell ſtood by the Bed-ſide, and the 
deceaſed at the Bed's feet; that he ſtood 
behind the deceaſed, and Mrs. Seedwell 
at the Door behind him; that they had 
none of them any manner of Weapon, 
Sword, Stick, Cane, or any thing, ſaving 
a Candle and Candleſtick ; that there 
Mr. Scedwell expoſtnlated with him thus; 


For God's ſake, Sir, what is the Mattter ? 


What have my Servants done? If they have 
offended you, I will puniſh them before your 
Face; you ſhall have any Accommodation 
in my Houſe ; but if you cannot be eaſy here, 
I will provide you either Coach or Chair to go 
where you pleaſe, and ask nothing for what 
you have had; but I beg of you net to make 
a Diſturbance; I have Pages Perſons of 
Conſideration in my Houſe, you will do me 4 
Prejudice. That the. Priſoner. being ſtill 
very outragious, without any other pro- 
vocation, immediately ſtarted up in the 
Bed, and taking out a Sword, which lay 
naked on the left fide, the Woman lying 
on the right, and railing himſelf vp griping 
the Sword, made two Stabs ar him, at 
the ſecond of which he g ipecr'd a little. 
and tell bickwardz ao aß Him. | 
ſpeaking one Wor? bro died! 
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and that the Deceaſed was found with x 
pinch of Snuff betwixt the Thumb and 
Finger of his right Hand, as he lay dead 
on the Ground. Mr. S:edwell ſaid, as to 
the manner of the Fact, what the Evi. 
dence had depoſed; adding, that when 
he expoſtulated with him why he ſhould 
Kill his Servants; he reply'd, G--d dm 
vou, I'll kill you all: And that they had 
conſiderable ſtruggling with him before 
'they could diſarm him, he endeavouring 
to have killed them all; that the Woman 
Jay ſtill, and did not ſay or do any 
Thing. | 
Mrs. Seedwell confirm'd the generality 
of what had been before depoſed ; adding, 
That when ſhe ſent up'the Maid, ſhe bid 
her give Her and her Maſter's Service 
-'to him, and tell him they would both 
wait upon him themſelves immediately; 
and that the Maid came down, and when 
ſhe ſpoke of her Husband's going up, the 
Maid reply'd, Madam, the Gentleman 
' Jays he will Murder my Maſter: And ſhe 
added, that when he had kill'd the De- 
ceaſed, they were endeavouring to take 
'his Sword, and hehaving it nnder his Arm, 
made thruſts to wound any that ſhould 
happen to be behind him. 
The Surgeon depoſed, That he being 
ſent for, found the deceaſed quite Dead; 


and ſearching, found two Wounds, one 
| | in 
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in his Breaſt, ſlanting 5 or 6 Inches, but 
did not penetrate ; but another, betwixe - 
the firſt and ſecond Ribs, that penetra- 
ted the Body and 8 Fingers 
deep, and he did verily believe was the 
Cauſe of his Death 

A Farrier at Putney, depoſed, That 
about two Vears before, the Priſoner 
brought his Horſe to him, and requir'd him 
to pare down his Hoofs after an unuſual 
manner; which he refuſing, the Priſoner 
drew his Sword and run him quite thro? 
the Body. | 

The Priſoner in his Defence, pleaded, , 
That being to go out of Townthe next day, 
he lay at the Banio to prevent the trou · 
ble that getting out early in the Morning 
might occaſion to the Family.; that ahνꝰꝭ. 
2 4 clock he deſired a Bath; that the 
Walter coming to him, told him he ſhould 
have one; and at other times told him: 
he ſhonld have none; that he went away 


and lock'd him in, and in about a quar- 


ter of an Hour, they all came up and ſaid 
he ſhould have no Bath, but be turned. 
out into the Street that Moment; that 
he reſuſing to go, they all ſurrounded 
the Bed, laid Hands on him, tore his 
Shirt, and the Deceaſed gave him ſeveral ; 
blows which bruiſed him very much-on - 
his Side, Arm, and on his Knuckles; that: 


he thereupon thinking Miſchief was de-

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ſigned him, drew his Sword to defend 
himſelf; and the Deceaſed repeating his 


* Blows, and unfortunately falling, or 
ſtooping toward the Bed, this unfortu- 
nate Accident happen'd to a Man that he 
never had any Differerce with before In 
proof of which, he called the following 
Evidence © 3 
Suſannah Webfter depoſed, That ſhe be- 
Ing at the Place aforeſaid, the Priſoner 
about Two of the clock in the Morning, 
knock'd and wou'd have a Bath, but the 
Walter made Anſwer, that there was a 
great Gentleman in the Bath, and he 
could not till Five in the Morning. and 
then he would call him; that he ſaying 
he would have one preſently, the Waiter 
reply'd, G-d D-.-m- him for a Raſcal, he 
neither could nor ſhould have any. To which 
the Priſoner reply'd, that Gentlemen 
were not to be ſo abuſed; that upon this 
he aroſe and puſh'd the Waiter out of 
Doors; and that the Man at the Beds- 
feet ſtruck the Priſoner, and ſhe heard 
an outcry of Murder, and was afraid they 
ſhould both be murdered ; and that 
ſhe faw the Priſoner riſe up in his Bed, 
and two Men holding him; that when 
the Deceaſed lay dead on the Ground, 
he had a dark colourCane hanging on his 
Wriſt by a black String, but ſhe knew of 
no Sword in the Bed, nor ſaw any Wound 


given. | * Eliza» . 
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E'icabeh Roſs depoſed, That ſhe lodg- 
ing ch ight at the Bagnio, and hear. 
ing the. Dif urbance, hel to the Priſo- 
ner's Room, and ſaw the Deceaſed lying. 
on the Floor, and a Cane Iying by him in 
the Room, and a Faggot-ſtick upon the 
Stairs, hard by the Door of the Room; 
which laſt Circumſtance as to the Faggot- 
ſtick, was alſo confirm'd by another Evi- 
dence. Tho. V Valker, who ſucceeded the 
Deceaſed as Waiter at the Bagnio, depo- 
ſed, That a Gentleman that came to the 
Bagnio and. enquired into the Circum- 
ſtances, of the Fact, being ſhew'd the 
9 —1 in which it was done, examined 


the Door and Wainſcot, and could not 


perceive any Marks of*the 8 or 10 Paſſes 
made againſt it by the Priſoner, as had 
been depoſed by Tho. Baberton alias Ver- 
naſſell; and daa he diſcourſing with Be. 
bertan "about. the breaking of his Ribs, 
ſeeing him ſtript, ſaw no Mark, or ap- 
pearance of any ſuch thing; and, that 
Baberton, when he asked him why be did 
not apply ſomething to them, ſaid, they 
were not broke, but bruis d. And, as 


to the Deceaſed, beſides an ill Character, 


ſaid, that he uſed to be abuſive to Gen: 
tlemen; had been wounded not long be- 
fore; as the Proſecutors could not deny. 
The priſoner call'd ſeveral Evidences to 
prove chat his Shirt was very much torn. 
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This was confirm'd by the Conſtable and 
Watchmen that apprehended. him,' and 
alſo was produced in Court. He alfo 


called the Conſtable and Watchmen, and 
ſeveral other Evidences, who depoſed, 


they did ſee a bruiſe on his Arm, and 
alſo a hurt-upon his Knuckles; and that 
they were bloody. He likewiſe called 


feveral Perſons of Credit and Worth to 


his Reputation and peaceable Demeanour, 
who gave him a very good Character. 
He alſo obſerved, that little Credit was 
to be given to the Evidence of Baberton 
alias Vernaſſel, who had ſwore, that three 
or four of his Ribs were broken, when it 
was ſworn by angther Evidence, that he 
himſelf owned his Ribs were not broken, 
but only that he was bruiſed ; and that 
he owned in Court, that he never had 
made uſe of any Surgeon, &c. on that 
account. Upon the hearing of the whole 
Matter, the Jury found him guilty of all 
the Indictments, and he received Sentence 
of Death accordingly. Before the re- 
ceiving of which, being askd what he 
nad to ſay, why Judgment ſhould not paſs 
upon him according to Law, he ſpake to 
the Court as followeth.

nourable Favour and Regard, that as the 


Witneſſes for me ſwore poſitively to my being

favourable Interpretation of it. But above 
all; I deſire your Lirdſbip"s Notice, that there 


were many manifeſt Contradiftions in Ver- 
naſſell's Evidence, and I may ſay Impoſſibi- 
lities in other of their Witneſſes 5, beſides his 


denying on my Tryal, that he did double lock 
the Door, which he ſwore he did before- the 
Coroner, makes me with Reaſon believe my 
Life has been maliciouſly ſought \ for I call” 
God to Witneſs, I did not offer the leaſt Vio- 
lence to the Deceaſed, till after I was ſtruck. 
and ill uſed by him. I ſubmit my ſelf to your 


Lordſhip, and hope you will make ſuch favou- 
rable Report to his Majeſty, as may not olſtruct, 


but leave room to apply. to bis Wiſdom fer - 


Mercy.

On the Saturday before his Execution, 
I exhorted him to come the next day to 
Chappel, and apply himſelf entirely to 
holy Meditation, Prayer, and hearing the 


Word of God with due Attention and 


ſincere Devotion; but I could not per- 
ſwade him to come, nor indeed at this 
time, to let me pray by him ; he alledg- 
ing, his Head was ſo full of other Matters, 
that he could not mind any thing elſe : 
And thoſe other Matters (which related to 
his Tryal) were contain'd in a printed 
Proof of a paper (not that before- men- 
tion'd ) which he ſnew'd me, and which 


he ſaid he was now correcting, in order 


to be put to the Preſs. 


On the Sunday I viſited him in hls 


Chamber, and did the like this Morning 3 
when underſtanding that he had the 
Night before took a doſe of Poiſon, and 


after that, ſtabb'd himſelf in ſeveral 


places, I told him, that I was ſorry to 
hear he had added Sin to Sin, by attempt- 
ing to commit a freſh Murder, and that 
too upon himſelf.

Creed; and then wiſhing him that Life 
he had made Profeſſion to believe, retir'd

One of the three Clergymen that went 
with me to ſee the Execution, did ſtep 
into the Cart, when I was come away, 
but could work no good upon him; who, 
inſtead of applying himſelf to his Devo- 
tion, and deſiring the Spectators to pray 
- for him, and take Warning, by him, 
turn'd himſelf firſt one way, then ano- 
ther, and call'd for a Glaſs of Wine; 
but being told it could not be got there for. 
him, he deſir'd a pinch of Snuff; and taking 
it, bow'd to the Gentlemen near the Cart, 
and ſaid, Gentlemen, I wiſh you Health. 
After this, he was ty'd up, turn'd off, 
and bled very much at the Mouth or Noſe, 
or both. And, after having hung the 
uſual time, was put into a, Coffin, and © 
carry'd away in a Hearſe. 1 8

Aſper Arnold, and William Goddard, of 
J St. Andrews Holborn, were Indicted at 
the Old-Baily, December 5. 1718. for a 
Trefpaſs, in tearing two Leaves out of the 
Regiſter-Book for Marriages, belonging 
to the Church of St: Andrew Hollourn. The 
Evidences depoſed, That Goddard having 
been married there in the Month of June, 
1711, to one Rachel Small, and afterwards, 
marry'd to another, his firſt being alive, 
they were employ'd to take out a Certi- 
ficate of the Marriage; and finding it 
entred in the Regiſter, did ſo; but that 
going about a Fortnight After to ſearch. 
the Book again, found no ſich entry then: 
Upon which they apply'd themſelves to 
Mr. Hopley, Dr. Sacheverel's Clerk, deſiring 
to know what was the Reaſon, that where-. 
as, there was but a little before, in the 
Regiſter-Book, an Entry of the Marriage 
of theſaid Goddard with Rachel Small, in the 
Month of Fune, 1711, there could none be: 
found now. Mr, Hopley depos'd, That up- 
on this occaſion, heexamin'd the Regiſter- 
Book, and could find no ſuch Entry, but 


obſerv'd that there was a vacancy in the 


Book from the 3oth of A4, to the 1ſt of 
July; ſo that it appear'd that a whole head 
8 had: 
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had been taken out; and that the Leaf that 
anſwer'd to it was gone alſo; and made a 
vacancy from the 21ſt of February, to the 
27th of March ; which making him very 
uneaſy, he acquainted Dr. Sacheverel with 
it. He depos'd, That Faſjer Arnold was 
his Deputy, and under Clerk of the Tem- 
ple, and us'd to have free recourſe to the 
ſaid Regiſter-Book, at all Times, to enter 
or fill up, in his Abſence; and that he 
queſtioning him about it, he deny'd it 
with Oaths and Imprecations. The Doc- 
tor then ſent for Thomas Herring, who told 
him, That Arnold told him he had tore 
out the Leaves. and had a Note of God- 
dard's Hand of 5 for doing it: That 
thereupon Arnold being urg'd to confeſs 
the Truth, did acknowledge it, and ſhow'd- 
the Note for 5 that Goddard had given 
him, and ſaid, that Goddard had burnt the 
Leaves. Another Evidence depos'd, That 
| Goddard had own'd Arnold came to him 


ſeveral times and ſolicited him to employ 


him to do it; that he had given Arnold a 
Note of 51. to tear out the Leaves; that 
he had done it; and that himſelf was by 
at the doing it. The Priſoners both de- 
ny'd the Fa& upon their Tryals; and 
Arnold pretended he had lent Goddard 
Money, and gave him the Note upon that 
Conſideration. But notwithſtanding their 
 Braſions, the Jury found them both guilty 
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of the Indictment. They were fin'd 10 
Marks a piece, and to ſtand on the Pillory 
at St. Andrew's Holbourn.

AF Ark Anthony de Ia Port of St. Anns 
'1 Weſtminfter, was indicted March 
the-4th, 1720. for a Miſdemeanour, in 
that he being a Popiſh Prieſt, did exer- 
ciſe part of his Function here, in the 
Pariſh of St. Ann's Weſtminſter, by mar- 
rying James de Fleury to Barbara de la 
Gard, according to the Rites of the

Reney de 
la Fontain, and Jane de la Fontain, depo- 
ſed, That they were preſent at the 
Marriage, ſaw the Prieſt perform his

Evans depoſed, That ſhe was preſent, 
- but did not underſtand French nor Latin; 
that ſhe ſaw the form of a Marriage, 
Ceremony of the Ring joyning of 
Hands, &c. and witneſſed the Certificate. 
The Certificate being proved, was read 
in Court; wherein the Priſoner aſlerts 
himſelf to be a Roman Prieſt | accor- 
ding to the Rites of the Church of 
Rome, and mentions what Romiſh Bi- 
ſhop he receiv'd Orders from. The Jury 
found him Guilty, He was ſentenc'd 
to perpetual Impriſonment in ſuch Place 
or Places within the Kingdom, as His 
Majeſty, by the advice of his [rivy 
Council, ſhall appoint.

Cyder, Cordage, Linnen, Hats, and divers

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other, Goods and Merchandizes, to the 

Value of 500 l. belonging to the Subjects 
of his Majeſty, did Piratically ſteal and 

ar away, contrary to the Statute in that 
Caſe made and provided. 

He was likewiſe a ſecond Time indicted, 
for that he, together with John Murray, 
James Hewſon,&Cc. as above · mentioned, and 
divers others, being Mariners on board the 
ſaid Ship Hecknal Galley did on the High 
Sea, at the Place aforeſaid, on the 29th of 
October, in the 3d Year of his Majeſty's 
Reign, endeavour to procure and cauſe a 
Mutiny in the ſaid Ship, and the Maſter 
Hocinall Short, did aſſault and put in Dan- 
ger of his Life, and for the Space of 25 
Days, did confine as a Priſoner, contrary 
to the Statute in that Caſe made and pro- 
vided.

ſupported by the following Evidence. 
Apt. Short depoſed, That having fitted 
out the Ship Hocknal-Galley with Prox iſions 
and à Cargo bound for the Weſt-Indies, he 
took on board 30 of che Rebel Priſoners, 
and ſet fail Soy Higb-Lake the 28th. of 
June 1716; but by contrary Winds was 
driven on the Iriſh Coaſts, where continu-

175 about 7 or 8 Days, he oſecuted his 
Voyage toward Antegoa; that being got- 
ten over againſt the Weſtward Iflands, a- 


bout 20 Leagues from the [land of St. 


Martins, and having a flattering Wind, 
and ſeeing them very laviſh with the Wa- 
ter, being dubious whether it might laſt 
the Voyage, he, about the 26th of July, 
made a Speech to his Ship's Crew, telling 
them it wzs neceſſary to come to an Al- 


lowance of three Pints a Day per Man; 


upon which ſome of his Crew grew ſurly, 
and particularly John Murray refuſed to 


come to Prayers, and to do his Duty in 


working the Ship, and gave him very 
ſaucy Language, and behaved himſelf very 
inſolently; whereupon he called the Car- 

nter, and commanded him to put him 
in Irons, but that the Carpenter refuſed 
to obey. his Command ; wherevpon he 
went into the Cabin and fetch'd a Sword 
and threatned to cleave his Brains, upon 
which he ſetch'd Irons and did iron John 
Murray; that when he had been in Irons 
about half an Hour, he ſent James Gilhesby, 


his Mate, to him, to reaſon with him, in 
order to bring him to a ſenſe of his Duty; 


and to tell him upon his being brought to 
Reaſon, and a promiſe to do his Duty, he 
would pardon him and immediately releaſe 
him ; but that he behaving himſelf obſti- 
nately and infolently to the Mate, he 

2 mw ; thought 
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thought it adviſeable to continue him in 
Irons, which he did for about four or five 
Days, and then ſet him at Liberty; and 
that perceiving that ſeveral of his Men 
were imbittered againſt him and his Mate, 
and were very obſtreperous againſt him, 
and that the Priſoner threaten'd the Mate, 
and William Proctor challenged him and 
threatened to beat him, upon this he 


gave Proctor two or three Strokes, ſaying, 


What do you mean to make a Mutiny in my 
Ship ? I ſuppoſe you will be for beating me the 


next: That he thereupon gave his Mate 
Orders to watch diligently, and have 


ſtrict guard kept, that there might be no 
| Confederacy between the Mutinous Men 


and the Rebel Priſoners, and to take care - 


of the Arms; and that on the 3d Day of 
Auguſt, when he was aſleep in his Cabin, 
about half an Hour paſt Four in the 
Morning, Lawrence Chartres came to him 
with a Piſtol cock'd, and bringing him 
out, order'd his own Carpenter to put 
him into Irons, and alſo James Gilhesby uis 
Mate, which he did, and then commanded 
him down again into his Cabin, and made 
an Offer to the Ship's Crew to give them 
Fifty Guineas and fol Wages, to be paid 
them out of his Cargo, to navigate the 
Ship to France; that upon this they all 


agreed to ſerve Lawrence Chartres, and pro- 


miſed to carry the Ship whereſoever he 
pleaſed ; 


— —¶ — — — — 
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and made no Ohjection, but conſented: 
That then Lawrence Chartres told him, that 


the Priſoner and John Dever, who were 


his Apprentices, had been kind to him, 
and therefore he demanded, that he ſhould 
deliver up their Indentures and Obligati- 
ons, and he would uſe him civilly ; that 
he told him it was what he could not do, 
for he expected that they ſhould ſee that 
his Ship's Cargo was not imbezzled ; that 


then he was very formally twice brought 


upon Deck, and expected nothing but 
Death, and the Rebel Priſoners had their 
Irons taken off, and the Ship's Arms put 
into their Hands; and Chartres damn'd 
him, calling him Dog, telling him he 
ſhould not live a Minute, bidding him 
Prepare himſelf for Death. That during 
this Time he perceived no Unwillingnels 
in the Priſoner to ſerve Chartres, but did 


do it, continually working the Ship, and 


making all the Sail they could. That in 
the mean time there was a Ship that gave 
them Chace; and tho' they might then 


. to be i 12 the Power of the Rebels, 


had a great many Ways that the Rebel 
Priſoners were not Judges of, not one of 
them being Sailors, to have given the Ship 
that chaſed them the Opportunity of 


coming up to them, and have re-taken 


them. That during the Time that Chartres 
demanded 


pleaſed; that the Prifoner was preſent»

demanded the Prifbner to be ſet at Li- 
berry from being his Servant, the Priſoner 


"was there preſent, and conſented” to it, 
and did refuſe to ferve him. That he 


- refafing to ſet him at Liberty, Chartres 


[wore he would cut off his Head; to which 
de Teply'd, He might do what he would, but 
he could not diſcharge' him: Upon which 
Chartres reply d, Damn you, you Dog, I will 
Fare you to Death; and he was put into 


Hold, and for 7 or 8 Days had no more 
than a Bisket a Day, and a Pint of ſtink- 


ing Water from the Hogs, tho” there was 
Proviſion enough in the Ship. And that 
afterwards the Priſoner and Joby Dover did 


Feen reſuſe to ſerve him; but 


g ask'd the Reaſon, gave none: That 
he was then kept under the Hatches in 
Irons *tilt about the 26th of September, 


when they had carried the Ship to a Place 


they told him was call'd St. Gillian's Road, 


"where, tho” he could not ſee, being be- 


low, yet he heard the Priſoner very active 
in ſetting the Rebel Priſoners on ſhore, 
and carrying off the Ship's Cargo; that 
he was told by one of the Rebel Priſoners, 
that his Ship's Crew had ſworn all to be 
true to ane another in this their Manage- 
ment: That while they lay in Confine- 


ment, he heard over Head his Men Drink- 
ing, Carovſitig,, and Diſpoſing of the 


Ship's Cargo; and the Priſoner uſed fre- 
La | quently 
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 _ - quently to go a ſhore; and that he heard 


Murray ſay, Fackfon, take a Cheeſe or two, 
or Butter, or Soap, &c, and bring ſome 
Wine on Board; that they lay there from 
the 7th of September to the 28th of October; 
and that having put the Rebel Priſoners 
on ſhore, they threatned to put a Mizen- 
Maſt into the Ship, and go to the Iſle 
of Sky and fetch more Rebels; and that 


when they were going along, he had heard 


them through the Gratings cry, Now for 
the Ne of Sky, Boys. That about the zoth 


of Oftober the Cook coming down for 


Coals, he (Captain Short) jump'd up a- 
bove Deck, and deſir'd them to return to 
France, that he might endeavour to re- 
take the Priſoners, and re-gain his Cargo; 
but they refuſed, and ſaid the Ship was 
none of his, nor any thing there, and he 
had nothing to do with her, but they 
would carry her where they pleas'd; and 
then he was commanded to his Confine- 
ment and thrown down headlong, he re- 
fuſing to go; that the Priſoner all the 
while was the chief Mariner, and no body 
could have brought the Pp from France 
but he; that then they ſailing to the 
Northward, fell on the Coaſt of Ireland, 
where the Ship was painted, leſt it ſhould 
be known ; that on the 5th of November 
there was a Storm, and they knew not 
where they were; that he heard 15 of 

them 
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them ſay; Lord, have Mercy upon ws! It is 
4 Fudg ment upon us for confining the Maſter ; 
let us take him out, to ſave our Lives: 
That upon this he was taken out, and 
having enquired what Land they had laſt 
ſeen, (.he deſigning to put iato the firſt 
Land that he could make) ſteer'd to Holy- 
head, which he made about Twelve a. 
Clock, and it continued blowing very 
hard, but about Eight a Clock in the 
Evening it grew more moderate; then 
they were not for ſtanding in, but for 
beating the Sea five or ſix Weeks, and 
and talk'd of going into Beaumars to clean 
and tallow ; then he was put down into 
his Confinement again, and the Storm, 
ariſing again, they not knowing what to 
do, he was fetch'd up again, and he would 
have carry'd her to Leverpool, but they 
were not willing, but he carry'd her over 
Chefter Bar into Cheſter Water; then they 
gave him a Dram in his Cabin, and ſome 
Bread and Butter. which was the firſt time 
he had been in his Cabin for many Weeks: 
Then they got to Dawpool about the 21ſt 
of November, and he ſeeing a Ship, call'd 
out Pirates and Murder, and he was put 
into his Confinement again ; that the 
Captain of the Galley (Captain Gui 
and ſome of his Men came to the Ship, 
but they rold him ſome ſtrange Stories, 
and he was ftill kept confin'd ; that then 
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the Captain went- and acquainted his 
Friends and his Brother at Leverpool, who 
went to' the Ship, but the Priſoner and 


others refus'd him Entrance, keeping 


them off with Hand-ſpikes and Weapons; 
ſo he went back, got the Recorder's War- 
rant, and came again on the 24th of No- 
vember with Cuſtom-Houſe Officers and 
others, and releaſed him and ſecured 
them; that they were then carry'd before 
the Recorder, but they not underſtanding 
their Actions to be Piratical, they were 
diſcharged. LE. 

The Priſoner deſired the Court to ask 
Captain Short, Who uſed to read Prayers? 
what Prayers he read? and whether one 
of the Rebel Priſoners did not uſe to read 
Prayers ? and alfo what King he pray'd 
for? and whether Lawrence Chartres did 
not uſe to dine with him, and ſome others 
of the reſt of the Rebel Priſoners were 
not at Liberty, and without Irons? and 


whether he did not uſe to drink the Pre 


tender's Health by the Name of James the 
Third of England, and Eighth of Scotland! 
and whether he had not broken open his 
Cheſt, and raken away his Journals? and 
and whether he had not ſent him a Letter, 


to tell him he would not go the Voyage 


with him, unleſs he did more ſtrictly con- 
fine the Rebel Priſoners ?' To which Cap- 
tain Short reply'd, That he commonly did 


uſo 
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vſe to read Prayers himſelf, and th 
read the Common Prayer; that one of the 
Priſoners had ſometimes read Prayers, he 
being recommended by ſome Perſons of 
Worth in Leverpool as a civil Perſon, and 
one they deſired might have ſome more 
Liberty: than common allowed him, being 
a Perſon from whom he need not appre- 
hend any Danger; that he pray'd for 
King George, and no other Perſon as King; 
that Chartres being one recommended as 
before, did dine with him; that he never 
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had drank the Pretender's Health, nor had 


permitted it to be done by any of the 
Rebel Priſoners, but would have repreſled 
it if propoſed by them; that he did de- 
ſire the Officers of the Cuſtoms to break 
-open the Mens Cheſts. to ſee what Money 
or Part of the Ship's Cargo was.in them, 
but took no Journal of the Priſoner's, nor 
ſaw any, nor did not know of the Letter 
he ſpoke of; that two or three of them 
being recommended, and four or five of 
them ſick, they had Liberty in the Day- 
time, but were lock'd down at Night. 
James Gilhesby the Mate, confirm'd what- 
ſoever the Captain had depoſed, being a 
little more particular as to ſome Circum- 
. ſtances; adding, that when the Captain 


had ſent him down to reaſon with John 


Murray, when he was in Irons, for his diſ- 
obeying, the Captain, that then he was fo 
reſolute, 


at be 
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reſolute, that he threatned him with being 


thrown over Board: And that when Law- 


rence Chartres and theSnip's Crew revolted, 
they firſt bound him, and he was chained 
down to the Forecaſtle 14 Days and 
Nights, having nothing upwards but his 
'Shirt on, and no Covering but the Sky, 
ſo that he was ready to periſh; that the 
Captain was at that time in Irons on the 

Quarter Deck: After 14 Days time he 


was carried to him, and glad he was, and 


there continued 'till they arrived on the 


Coaſt of France That he asked Ridley, 
why they were confined? And if they 


had done any thing, why they were not 


brought to Juſtice ? To which he reply'd, 
that indeed it was very arbitrary, but they 


had all ſworn one to ſtand by the other, 


and that we ſhould neither have Pen, Ink, 
or Paper, or any to come at us, and that 
they would not permit him to have any 
thing to eat but ſaltHocks,which he deſir'd 
might be ſteeped, but could not obtain it. 
That being arrived there ( the Priſoner 
voluntarily working the Ship) Lawrence 
Chartres went on ſhore two or three times, 
with one or two more; and at his coming 
back, told the Captain he ſhould either 
go and be Priſoner in the Caſtle, or ſtay 
a Priſoner on board : The Captain defir'd 
to know the Charge ; he told him, eight 
or ten Crowns and ſome Crowns per Diem, 


but 


but Captain Shore did not go; that they 


were every Day heaving out ſome oF the 


Ship's Cargo, and the Rebel Priſoners 


went a-ſhore, ten at a time, till they were 


all gone, and one of the Ship's Crew went 
with them. That when the Rebel Priſo- 
ners were all gone, Murray took upon him 
to be Captain, and uſed Captain Shore bar- 
barouſly; brought Ropes to tie him Neck 
and Heels, and would come down every 
three or four Hours, to ſee they had not 
got off their Irons, and the Priſoner was 
his Mate: That on the 28th of October 
they failed to the Northward, and the 


Captain took an Opportunity to jump up 


upon Deck when the Cook came down for 
Coals, and deſired them to let him go 
back to France to re-claim his Cargo and 
Rebel Priſoners; they ſaid they were all 
ſworn to the contrary, and would not, 
and threw him down again; that thus 
they were us'd, as before related, and 


when they were loſt, and in a Storm ſo 


great that the Ship could ſcarce live, they 


were admitted up, and faw the Skerries 
near Holyhead, but put down again when 
the Storm was over, and treated as had 


been before declar'd by the Captain. 

The Prifoner then deſired the Court to 
put the ſame Queſtions relating to the 
Captain, which he had before put to the 
Captain, to this Evidence James Gilhesby, 


which

reply ct! in the Negative, and that Gre 
nals and every yo of that Nature had, 
been made away. with a and that be ſou ung. 
na ſuch thipg jo the. Ship; that when the, 
Cheſts were broken open! i the 7 4

that almoſt in every Cheſt there was N 
part of the Ship's Cargo found. The Pri- 
ſoner deſir'd to have © the Queſtian put to | 
him, whether, hen, the Rebel Prifoners, | 
reyolted, if he (the Priſoner) was. not | 
fuſt bound To which, he, reply'd;, He | 
| 


could not be . whether himſelf or 

the Priſoner was fir, bound, but that the 
Priſoner was unbound again in half an 
Hour, and he never perceived any Un- 

ea ſineſs in him, but that he work d the 
Sbip ia carrying her to France, and Was 
very active in carrying out the: Ship's. 
Cargo after the Rebels were gone, and 
never ſaw nor heard any Reluctance in 

him from firſt to laſt, hut rather Inſults 

to his Maſter and him, than the leaſt At- 
tempt or Inclination to, perſuade his Ac- 
complices, or procure their Holarge- | 
ment. 

The Priſoner in his Defence Pleaded, 
Thar bile taken on Board 30, Rebel. 
Priſoners 
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Priſoners at High Lale the 25th of June 


1716, at the R of fome Gentlemen, 
ſome of them were releaſed out of Irons; 
upon which. he ſent a Letter to his Maſter 


| Hecknal Short, intimating, that he would 


not go the Voyage if the Rebels were 
allowed to be at Liberty; that they proſe. 
cuted their Voyage, and that the Captain 
did let ſeveral of them beat Liberty, and 
three of th-m dined daily with him in the 
Cabin; and putting into Waterford, the 


Captain took on Board a Perſon who was 


a Sailor, and one that had been bred u 
in France; who after the Revolt, did di- 


rect in carrying the Ship to the Iſland 


where they got away. He ſaid likewiſe, 


_ that the Captain had been forewarned 


not to take him in; and that the Maſter 
in /eland did permit ſome of the Rebel 
Priſoners to go on ſhore with him: That 
when the Rebels revolted, he himſelf was 
the firſt that was bound, and was com- 
pell'd to aſſiſt in carrying the Ship to the 
Coaſts of France, by Force of Arms ; and 
that the Captain himſelf had offered, if 
they would ſpare his Lite, he would 
carry them where ever they pleaſed : He 
denied that he oppoſed his Maſter's Bro- 
ther coming on Board the Ship at Daw- 


pool. To prove theſe things, he called 


the following Evidences. 
| 2. Mr, Aſpi- 
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Mr. Aſpinal, the dupercargo of the Ship, 


depoſed, That the Captain did, at their 
- Krſt ſetting out, hinder two or three of 


the Rebel Priſoners from being Ironed. 
He ſaid likewiſe, he did ſee a Letter which 


the Priſoner ſent to the Captain, that he 


would not go the Voyage, unleſs the Pri- 


ſoners were put in lrons ; that when they 
came to Jreland, two or three went a- ſnore 


at Waterford ;, that one who was a Papiſt 


went to Maſs there: That on the 3d of 


Auguſt he ſaw Eleven of them without 


Irons: That about Four a-Clock in the 


Morning Lawrence Chartres got up, and 


Maid he was a-dry, and that he would go 
down and get a Bottle of Ale, and under 
that Pretence ſeized the Captain, and the 


Mate and himſelf, and they were all con- 
£n'd., where he remained *till they came 


to the Coaſt of Fance; that there the Re. 


.bel Priſoners all got on ſhore, and the 
Ship's Cargo was carried off to the Value 
of above a Thouſand Pound, and all the 
Arms of the Ship along with them, ex- 


cept ſome Muskets without Locks, which 


were hid under the Ballaſt : That when 
they were gone, he was ſet at Liberty, 
but the Captain and Mate were ſtill con- 
fin'd. Being asked, whether the Captain 


did not propoſe to go back to France to 


recover the Rebels and Ship's Cargo ? He 


owned he did. Being asked the Reaſon way 
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he was confin'd? Anſwer'd, he did think 
becauſe of his Severity, and deny ing the Men 
Water. Being alſo asked, why the Captain 
was not permitted to go back to Fance, to 
recover the Rebels and Ship's Cargo. He 
reply*d, becauſe he believ'd they were a- 
fraid ; the Rebels having taken all the 
Arms out of the Ship, and had threatned 
[ them, that with a Boat they had there, 
they would fire the Ship if they attempt- 
ed to come to take them. Being ask'd, 
| Why the Captain and Mate were not re- 
leaſed when the Rebels were all gone?

He anſwer'd, He could not tell, but he 
believ'd becauſe of his Severity to the 
| Men, in not being willing to allow Wa- 
X ter, having deny'd it, when it was deſi- 
| red to make Lob-ſcouce; and becauſe that 
he had talk'd of going to the Iſle of May, 
when he had not on Board Proviſions for 
| that Voyage. Being ask'd, Why, when he 

was at Liberty himſelf, he did not endea- 
vour to perſuade the Ship's Crew to ſet 

the Captain and Mate at Liberty ? He re- 
ply'd, He had endeavour'd it, but it was 
not done. Being ask'd if the Priſoner was 
there at that time ? He anſwer'd, He did 
GY ſ᷑᷑k&ßͤßßß | | 
The Priſoner alſo call'd George Ball an 
Attorney, who acquainted the Court, that 
| John Murray, and the reſt of the Ship's 
Crew, had enter'd a Proteſt againſt Cap- 
Q 2 , tain 
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s  -rain Short, and he had taken out a Writ 
"againſt him; and ſaid, he had heard them 
ſay they had confin'd the Captain in or- 
der to bring him to Juſtice, for contri- 
buting to the Eſcape of the Rebel Pri- 
ſoners, and the Ship's Cargo; that the 
Matter was heard before the Recorder, 
the Ship's Crew were diſcharg'd, and 
that John Murray was kept bound *till 
the Recorder had ſent Word to the Se. 
cretary of State, who ſending down no 
Order for his Proſecution, he was diſ. 
charg'd : The Court finding his Evidence 
nothing relating to the Matter of Fact, 
he deſiſted. 

The Council for the King called other 
Evidences to confront the Priſoner, as to 
his not oppoſing the Perſons that came to 
releaſe Capt. Short at Dampool 

Capt. Pricket depoſed, That he being 
at Anchor at Dampool, did carry Mr. 
Edward Short to the Hocknal-Gally, and 
the Priſoner and the reſt did with Hand- 
ſpikes, and other Weapons, oppaſe their 
coming into the Ship, nor would they let 
them come in at all. 

Edward Short depoſed, That he having 
Intelligence of his Brother's Uſage on 
board the Ship, went to Dawpool, in the 
Boat with Capt. Pricket, that there he 
was oppoſed by the Priſoner and the reſt, 
who with Hand ſpikes and other Wea- 

pons,

pons, oppoſed their Entrance into the 
Ship, and tho* the Priſoner knew him to 
be his Maſter's Brother, and that he told* 
them he came to ſpeak to him, yet they 
bid him keep off before they came near 
the Ship, and would not let them come 
into the Ship; that thereupon they went 
back, and got the Recorder's Warrant, 
and it being blowing Weather for three 
Days, there was no coming near the Ship, 
but on the 3d Day, he getting ſome 
Cuſtom-Houſe Officers and others to aſſiſt 
him, they at laſt got Entrance, and find- 
ing his Brother, and James Gillesby the 
Mate, in their Confinement, and in a 
miſerable Condition, he ſet them at Li- 
berty, and undertook to bring the Ship 
up higher, to ſecure her and what Cargo 
was left in her having firſt ſet the Broad 
R upon the Main-Maſt, ſo they went to 
weighing the Anchor, and the Ship's 
Crew aſſiſted to get in one Anchor, but 
preſently crying we are all Priſoners we 
will heave no longer, they let the Anchor 
fall and the Ship drove on Shore the next 
Morning,; ſo he put his Brother Capt.

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4H had a mind to it: To which he anſwer'd, 
bey could not; for it was ſuch blowing 
'J Weather there was not a Boat there, 
1 Capt. Pricket's excepted, that could wea- 
ther the Storm. | 
The Counſel for the King then ob- 
ſerv'd, that the greateſt Part of the 
Priſoner's Defence conſiſted in Infinuati- 
ons; that Capt. Hocknal Short was a Per- 
ſon diſaffected to his Majeſty, and a Fa- 
vourer of the Pretender, and upon that 
Account had connived at, and favoured 
1 the Rebel Priſoners Eſcape: They called 
5 ſome Perſons to his Character, as Sir 
4 ' Thomas Johnſon, Rowland Cotton, Eſq; and 
Ju ſome others, who gave him the Character 
18 of a very honeſt Man, and that they had 
1 never known or heard that Character of 
him. Upon the hearing the whole Mat- 
ter, the Jury found the Priſoner guilty 
of both Indictments, and he received 
Sentence of Death accordingly : But he 
was afterwards Pardoned.

then the Thing looks ſhining The next 


is to pretend to uſe the Coaſting Trade, 


and lade her from Port to Port; then 
ſending to his Correſpondent at London, 
he goes to an Inſurer, ſhews a Bill of 
Sale of 240 J. and inſures 200 J. upon 
her; then he goes to another Inſurer, 
and inſures 200 J. more. So now the 
next thing is to get the Inſurance Money.

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The Method is this; He gets a poor Fel- 
low, one Philip Marſh, a Clock-Caſe- 
Maker, he's. to he the Maſter ; but then 
the Ship muſt ſail to Wisbich to be loaded 
with Muſtard-Seed : Bur the Clock: Caſe- 
Maker being no Sailor, he pets a poor 
Fellow, one Richard Martin, to carry her 
to YT ubich, in the Ile of Fly; when they 
came thither, this Martin is turn'd off, 
and then the Clock- Caſe.

to the ſecret and the Ship is to be made 


away with, to get the 400 J. inſured up- 
on her; which was concerted and done 
between the Priſoners Thomas Trot and 
Philip Marſh. So then the Demand is 
made upon the [nſurers ; they enquire 
into the Matter ſtrictly; Marſh being 
pinch'd with cloſe Queſtions, his Con- 
ſcience flies in his Face, and he cries, 
God forgive me, I burnt the Veſſel with my 


own Hands; and the Inſurers to repel 
the Injuſtice the Priſoner would have 


done to them, deſire that Juſtice may be 
done upon him, To prove which they 
call'd the following Evidences. 

Mr. Haycock depos'd the Ship was 
bought of one Bretland, about 15 Months 
ago, at Michaelmas 1717 3 that he and 
Mr. Wilkinſon were once concerned with 
Trot for a- quarter Part for ſome time, 
but finding he was for unlawful Practices, 
he quitted his Concern with him. The 


Counſel ask'd him, What were thoſe un- 
| lawful 
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| Tlromas Trot: 
lawful practices? He anſwer'd, That he 
propoſed that the Veſſel ſhould be ſent 
ſome whither, and be inſured, and he 
would bring us our Money infured, in 
order to which ſhe ſhould be deſtroyed. 
George Wilkinſon depoſed, that the Veſ- 
ſel was bought for 20 J. in Money and 
Engliſh Spirits; and then ſome Money was 
laid out, to the beft of his Judgment un. 
der 101. that when the Veſſel was ſold, 
and the Bill of Sale, which was 20% muſt” 
be made 60 J. becauſe, he ſaid, he had one 
concern'd with him, and he would be wil- 
ling to know the Charge at once; and 
ſuppoſing 40 /. would fit her for Uſe, that 
made up the 6o/.

64. in Money, on the 3oth of Au- 
guſt laſt: The Proſecutor depoſed that 


he had received his Wages due on the 
Oueenborough, and at Chetham met the pri 
Pners and another, who came up to Lo- 
don with him, and would have had 
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gone to drink with them, but he refuſed ; 
that at the End of Warwick Lane they clapt 
two Piſtols to his Breaſt, and took 11 
| Guineas and half from him; that one of 
them was taken in Newgate-Market ;, that 
| he was ſure the Priſoners were two 
| them, for he knew them well, having been 

with them three Days. Jonathan Mild de- 
| de that the Priſoner Wilſon. the ſame 
orning he was taken, ſent for him to the 
Compter, and told him, that himſelf, John 
Homer, and William Field, had committed a 
| Robbery 3 that if he would endeavour to 
| take the others, he would tura Evidence 
to fave his own Life. Accordingly he 
| went in ſearch of them, but they kept 
out of the Way, till about a Week after 
William Field ſent to him in order to be an 
| Evidence, and ſaid he would produce Ho- 
| mer, and ſeveral others for Houſe-break- - 
| ing and the High-way. Accordingly he 
agreed to the ſame, and met him next 
| Morning, when he took him to the Whire- 
| Horſe-Im by Cripplegate, where he took 
|| Hamer in Bed witha Woman. After ſame 
| Threats he got up, and deſired that he 
| might be a Sag; he ask d him the meaning 
of it, and he told him an Evidence; and 
that he could help him to three or faur 
Foot Pads. Villam Field depoſed, that 
himſelf and the Priſoners at the Bar went 
to Chatham with a deſign to break open 
| | | Houſes 
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Houſes there, but Things did not anfwer 


their Expectation; that the Profecutor 


coming into the Houſe where they were, 
they found he had plenty of Money, kept 
Company with him to Graveſend, thence 
by Water to London, where at Warwick- 
Lane End the Priſoners and himſelf com- 
mitted the Fact; that Homer clapt a Pi- 
ſtol to the Proſecutor's Breaſt, and they 
took 11 Guineas and a half and Half a 
Crown from him. The Watchman de- 
ſed, that three Men ran along, and he 
earing the Cry of Stop him, followed Mil- 
fon up Iuy-Lane into the Market, and took 
him in a Corner thereof. — Hooper de- 
poſed, that he coming over the Market, 
at that time laid hold of Wilſon, who threw 
his Piſtol under the Butcher's Shambles, 
and the former Evidence came up, and 
they ſecured him. The Jury found them 
both Guilty, and they received Sentence 


of Death.

Pound of Beef the 27th of April, and the 
May following was Tranſported for the 
Plantations ; but the Maſter of the Ship 
in which they went, having but few Sailors 
on Board, was obliged to employ ſome of 
the Malefactors ordered for Tranſporta- 
tion, who found Means, at a Signal given 
to let looſe their Comrades, and they 
ſeizing on the Captain and Mate, &c. took 
Poſſeſſion of the Ship. The Captain de- 
fired them at leaſt ro ſpare his Life, and 
he would carry them to what Part of the 
World they pleas'd. Upon which they 
ſaid, they would not go to Virginia, but 
to Vigo; and upon this they were releaſed, 
and manag'd the Ship to Yigo; aud that 
a Storm ariſing there, the Malefactors 
took to the Long Boat, and went to Cape 
Feneſtre, about a League from Vigo, where 
they landed, coming off at ſeveral Times; 
that going to Vigo, they mes the Captain 
there, who ſeem'd very affable and ſocia- 
ble, but on a ſudden they were all appre - 
hended, and confin'd upon account of ſome 
Pieces of Gold and Rings, which he had 
loſt on Board, which he had * to 

im, 
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him, and they were all afterwards ſet at 


Liberty, and the Captain walk'd about 
with them in the Streets of Yigs , that he 


taking the Opportunity of ſome Shipping, 


came to England; where he had not been 
long arriv'd, but he committed the Fact 
for which he ſtood condemn'd. He was 
Executed at Tyburn, Sept. 19. 1720. at the 
fame time was John Homer, &c.

Callico in his Hand, flouriſhing it over 
his Head, crying, Down with the Callicoes. 
Benjamin Horn depoſed, that as he paſſed 
through Y/74e-G ate- Alley,ſeeing a Woman 
before him dreſs'd in a Callico Gown, 
aid, it was a pity they ſhould be wore; 
whereupon John Humphreys came up to him 
and ask'd him to drink, and told him, that 
he bad ſpent Five or Six Guineas that Day to 
encourage the Mob, and that he hoped to haue 
Ten for them the next Day; that they ſhould 
be reinforc d; the Norwich VVeavers were 
coming up, and then the Buſineſs would be 
done; that he told him where he liv'd in 
VF nite-Chappel, and if he would come to 
him there, he would acquaint him how the 
Matter went on from Day to Day. Milliam 
Briſco depoſed, that Humphreys was a Ring- 
leader of the Mob at Salisbury-Court, and 
that he heard him brag of what he had 
done. Mary Pillington depoſed, that ſhe 
ſaw Charles Child going along the Square 
on Saturday Morning with a vaſt Number, 
ſwearing 
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ſwearing that the Juſtice had been the 
Occaſion of his being ſhot, but he had Meat 
and Drink now, and might have when the 
Juſtice had not; that he went by again at 
the Head of the Mob on Sunday, and that 
a Woman being in their Houſe in a Lin- 
nen Gown, he ſaid, I was well ſhe was ouer- 
ag ainſt the Fuſtice's ; whereupon, another 
told him the Juſtice ſaw him; to which

That he went up and. down bellowing an 

crying, and encouraging the Mob. It alſo

'' Prifoner tear the Proſecutor's Gown and 
Petticoat; that he knows him well; and 
lit that he (this Evidence) fnatch'd that 
it Piece of Callico out of his Hand and ran 
ql away. with it; which Piece of Callico 
ö was produced in Court, and ſwore by the 
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Proſecutor to be part of her Gown ; rhat 
the Priſoner tuckt up his Apron to pre- 
vent his being known by it. John YVYeb 
depoſed, that he was with the Proſecutor 
at the ſame time, and took her in his 
Arms to fave her from their Rage; that 
he deſired them to be eaſy and they 


ſhould have her Callico, but they tore E

off by Violence, and cut his Hand. Mr. 
Clarke depoſed, that he ſaw the Mob Aſ- 
ſault the Proſecutor, and tear and cut 
her Clothes; that he and the former Evi- 
dence put a Man's Coat on her, and went 
with her to the Red Lion; where Thomas 
Painter came to them, and ſaid that the 
Priſoner was one of them; whereupon 
they got a Warrant and took him up. 
The Priſoner in his Defence ſaid, that he 
had been waſhing in the New- River, and 
meeting .the Crowd as he came back, 
jump'd off the Cauſe-way into the Field 
to pet out of the way for fear of Trou- 
ble; but did not Aſſault the Proſecutor, 
Nor tear her Clothes; and call'd the fol- 


lowing Evidence to prove it: The firſt 


depoſed, that he had been with the Pri- 
foner waſhing in the Nen- River, confirm'd 
his jumping off the Cauſe-way to avoid 
the Crowd ; and farther depoſed, that he 
ſaw the Callico in Painter s Hand, who 
ſhewed it to him, but could not tell whe- 
ther the Priſoner had it in his Hand or 
not. Another depoſed, that he hearing 
a Noiſe, went to ſee what was the matter; 
that the Clothes were tearing before he 
came up. and that he ſaw the Priſoner in 
the Fields, not on the Cauſe-way, going 
home, and that he had no Callico in his 


Hand. Another depoſed, that the Pri- 


ſoner being at his Door, this —_—

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ſaid to him, There's a Noiſe and 4 Fighting, | 
" FT never did ſee ſuch things; if you will go with 
me, Twill go: but the Priſoner refuſed, 
ſaying, He did not like ſuch Things, that we 
might come into-Trouble about it, The Jury 
conſidering the whole Matter, found him 
Guilty.

r off, where was an Old Man and a Boy, 


and acquainted them that he ſaw one of 


them .mount his Horle, and another get 
upon the other Man's' Horſe, that the old 
Man and Boy took Pitch Forks, and came 
out, and the Perſon who had mounted his 
Horſe rode after him, and there fired at 
him, took off the Point of his Sword, and 
the Bullet. Hew over his Head; but was fo
